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Dewey Submits Plan

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Murray Dutines 
Smal Stee’ Plan

WASHINGTON, March 7.— CIO 
President Philip Murray today pro- 
posed a practical plan to save 20 
small steel plants located in 23 cities 
and towns and @mploying more 
than 30,000 workers from “disaster 
and, bankruptcy.” 

The CIO head, who is also pres- 
ident of the United Steelworkers, 
pointed out that the small com- 
panies are being pushed to the wall 
by rising prices. 

While the small steel companies 
are permitted to sell above OPA 
prices, this doesn’t do them any 
good since the steel shortage has 
let up and they can’t find customers 
at prices substantially higher than 
those charged by Big Steel. 

Murray proposed to solve the 
problem by keeping in operation five 
blast furnaces owned by the De- 
fense Plant Corporation which will 
be shut down soon or will not be 
used after they are completed.

In some 
respects it makes it even worse. 
Thus, for instance, it makes Nov. 3 
the deadline for receipt of all sol- 
dier ballots whereas the present 
law allows until Dec. 10 for over- 
seas ballots to come in. Election 
Day is Nov. 7. 

The Governor outlines four steps 
m the voting process: 

(1) Every member of the armed 
forces desiring to vote sends to the 
Secretary of State or Ballot Com- 
mission his name, home and serv- 
ioe addresses. This can be sent by 
card or in any other way. It can 
be sent by relatives or friends. 
Deadline for receiving this infor- 
mation is midnight Sept. 1, and 
you can start right now. 


HOW LAW WORKS 


(2) The War Ballot Commission 
forwards the post cards to the local 
election boards. 

(3) The election board then mails 
out to each soldier the ballot for 
his district with a self-addressed 
return envelope. 

(4) The soldier mails the ballot 
back to the War Ballot Commission 
which sends it on to the appropriate 
election district. 

The ballots are to be mailed out 
on Sept. 7 and must be returned by 
Nov. 3, leaving 57 days for them

Conferees Adopt 
Soldier Vote Fake

WASHINGTON, March 7.—By an 
eight to two vote, Senate .and 
House conferees today approved a 
complicated and unworkable soldier 
vote bill which will actually permit 
very few service men to vote. 

The conference report was signed 
dy all the conferees except Sena- 
tors Theodore Green of Rhode 
| Island and Carl Hatch of New 
Mexico. Both Green and Hatch 
made it plain that they would fight 
the “compromise” bill when it 
reaches the Senate Thursday. 

Condemning the report because 
even “fewer men will be able to 
vote” under it than under existing 
law, Green revealed that he has 
refused to present it to the Senate. 
This will be done by Senator Tom 
Connally of Texas, one of the con- 
ferees. 

In a prelude to the stiff fight 
which is expected to develop on 
Thursday, Senators Green and 
Scott Lucas, co-sponsors of the 
original Federal ballot bill which 
now has been emasculated, took the 
floor this afternoon. 

Lucas said that the new bill is 
“so hemmed in with conditions, re- 
strictions and obstacles we might 
just as well not have a Federal

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
Naples, March 7 (UP).—American 
Flying Fortresses blasted the former 
French naval base of Toulon today 
‘and Liberator bombers, in heavy 
strength, attacked the freight yards 
at Florence and airfields north of 
Rome, it was announced tonight. 

The smashing resumption of the 
lsth Air Force's strategic bombing 
offensive came as sharp fighting 
broke out in Cassino where the 
Americans have been stalled for 
weeks, and as the Allies held firmly 
to their beachhead lines after a new 
exchange of blows with the Ger- 
mans in the flooded flats below 
Rome. 

Resuming their probing of Ger- 
man positions in Cassino for the 
first time in two weeks, the Amer- 
icans touched off a violent enemy 
reaction in the form of an artillery,

ITH the great Soviet breakthrough in 
the western Ukraine and the immense 
American daylight raids over Berlin the war 
in Europe reaches a new crescendo. The 


_winter is ending with German defeats on 


land and in the air. The atmosphere is tense 
with the promise of great decisive battles at 
beth ends of Europe this Spring. 

Still shouldering the brunt of Hitler’s 
the Soviet forces have broken 
through on a wide front to cut the major 
Commminications from the Ukraine into 
Poland and Germany. At the present rate 
of advance, the Rumanian border is not so 
far off and with it the crest of the Carpath- 
fan Mountains where the Polish, Czecho- 
slovak, and Hungarian frontiers adjoin.

They give us a foretaste of what the Red 
Army will do in the east as the main armies 
of its allies get going in the west.

In a dra- 
matic series of battles all the way from 
France to the heart of Germany, our bomb- 
ers and interceptors clashed with the best 
the Luftwaffe had to offer and succeeded in 
plastering Berlin again. Thus, on land, Ger- 
many faces another immense setback, from 
which it cannot recover; in the air, Germany 
has lost its power of preventing these im- 
mense raids.

Pine Americans are rightly indig- 
nant at the War Department for its rank 
conduct in regard to Races of Mankind.“

It is science which is 
being suppressed. It is superstition and its 
offspring, falsity and quackery, which are 
being upheld. 

Race superiority theories have ever been 
the favorite tool of the agents of ignorance 
and iniquity. Those theories have been the 
logical foundation stone of the hideous Nazi 
state, that Moloch in the slaughter of man- 
kind’s souls and bodies. In the South, the 
version of the race superiority idea known 
as “white supremacy” has kept in power the 
most degraded personalities, perpetuating 
poor schools, poverty and the poll ‘tax. 

The scientific facts brought forward in 
“Races of Mankind” put to rout such intel- 
lectual dry-rot. The pamphlet tells truths 
America should know. Notwithstanding the 
horrible handicaps under which he has la- 
bored, the Negro has marked up remarkable 
records of achievement. This is the case in 
such diverse fields as science, literature, the 
theater, political life and now in our armed 
forces. Pearl Harbor had its Dorie Miller 
just as Boston’s battle had its Crispus At- 
tucks, 

What is vital at this moment is that the 
great mass of the white people now recognize 
this and that the Negro people are more 
and more insisting upon their rights. In that 
recognition and insistence there is being 
built up a unity which is born of a common 
interest and common necessity. This is strik- 
ingly shown by the CIO, which has distrib- 
uted this pamphlet and has furnished in its 
own organizations an example for the nation.

Wouldnt it be better to read 
these Marxist works rather than to
